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Enlistment of more women of Anti- 
och township as air raid wardens and 
fire watchers today was urged by 
Commander Roman B. Vos of the 
local Civilian Defense committee. 
Thirty women have already volun- 
teered their services. There Is need 
of 50 more women volunteers, Com- 
mander Vos said. 

The original personnel of 70 war- 
dens, junior wardens and fire watch- 
ers has been depleted, Vos said, due 
to some men leaving for military ser- 
vice, removals from the community, 
and others have failed to act because 
of illness or other causes. 

About 60 of the group completed 
the ten-hour course in Red Cross first 
aid and thus qualified for the 15-hour 
warden training, after which they 
wert classed as air raid wardens. The 
Irst aid course is not required of fire 
watchers. 

169 in Defense Commltlee 
Including the local flre department, 
medical division and first aid group, 
transportation committee. Red Cross 
and women's division there are 169 
persons serving in the township civil- 
ian defense committee. 

A Red Cross first aid course is to 
be started at an early date, Vos dis- 
closed today. Qualified instructors 
will teach the ten-hour course. 

During the communications test 
keld last weelt, 100 reported to the 
control center in Antioch. Follow- 
ing the practice tests, which are an- 
nounced in advance, a test will be 
staged without notice. Due to the 
fact that many men of the committee 
are employed in defense work or are 
in the armed forces, the need for 
more women to ser\'e in their places 
becomes apparent. 

Test Warning Signals 
The practice exercises are held for 
the purpose of testing warning sig- 
nals, improve communication and to 
practice operating technique, accord- 
ing to Capt. Wm. F. Waugh, chairman 
of the civil protection division of the 
Illinois State Council of Defense. 

The exercises held each month are 
of a progressive character. Reports 
from the council's civilian defense 
directors indicate that corps are oper- 
ating with greater elTiciency since the 
tests began in February. 

The program will be climaxed late 
in July when all scr\*ices, equipment 
and personnel will operate under full 
emergency conditions.

Sevenlccn-yearold youths who are 
accepted for Navy Air Force pilot 
training may be enrolled in the 
Navy's new V-12 college program be- 
fore starting their aviation training, 
is iias been announced by the Naval 
Aviation Cadet Selection Board at 
Chicago as plans arc being put Into 
effect lo provide future Navy airmen 
with a wide university education. 

According to present arrangements, 
17-year-oIds enlisted now as appren- 
tice seamen in the Navy's aviation or 
V-5 program will be eligible to apply 
for temporary transfer to V-12. Ap- 
plications will be passed on by the 
regular V-12 civilian examining 
board. 

Accepted youths will continue as 
apprentice seamen during their col- 
lege courses of approximately eight 
months' duration (two equivalent 
semesters), upon the completion of 
which they will be transferred back 
to V-D as aviation cadets and given 
the full pilot training course. This 
course includes assignment to Flight 
Preparatory, War Training Service, 
Pre-Flight, Primary Flight and Ad- 
vanced Flight schools before receiv- 
ing a commission as Ensign and the 
coveted Navy Wings of Gold.

Bocnuso of the Incronsod quota of 
tires for civilians. OPA Iins nmcndcd 
its pns rationinji regiilntions oiitsido 
of tho 17 oHStern soaboard states 
nnd the District of Coiiinibia. 

Followinp Rubber Administrator 
William JciTers' announcement that 
more Grade A tiros would be aval!, 
nble for essential use. the OPA 
boosted the maximum allotment of 
gns for occupational driving from 
•170 to 720 gallons per month, 
figure is based on an averase of 15 
miles per pallon of gas. 

Formerly, only doctors, ministers 
and some clas^-es of salesmen re- 
ceived the cherished "C" card allow- 
ing; 720 miles for occupational driv- 
ini*. Average alloinients on "B" 
cards approximated 470 miles. \ow 
"C" cards will be available on np- 
plicntion. showing all traveling will 
be done on jobs, or the car is being 
used to transport three or more 
persons to war industry. 

The OPA also ruled "that rationing 
certificates for replacing tiros on 
farm tractors may be issued by lo- 
cal boards in areas where rccap'pinc 
facilities arc inadequate.

The Allies sutTered a net loss of 
one million tons of merchant ship- 
ping in 1942. the navy department 
reported. 

The "net*' figure was arrived at 
after deducting K-sscs from exist- 
ing fleets and new construction dur- 
ing thc year. The navy declared, 
however, that ligures \vere incom- 
plete, since building records were 
not received from some of the Al- 
lied nations. 

In announcing t)ie losses, the navy 
pointed out that they included sub- 
marine sinkings, mines, airplanes. 
capture and otherwise. According to 
Secretary of the Xavy Frank Knox, 
submarines accounted for 50 per cent 
of the losses. 

The navy's statement followed a 
report by the Truman defense in- 
vestigating committee that 12 million 
tons of Allied merchant shipping had 
been sunk during the year.

"Renogotiiition of war contracts" 
is a heavy*sounding term, and new.s- 
I papi-r readers in thc sections of 
America where public interests are 
localized and largely agricultural 
I may wonder how such a subject can 
concern tliem. 

But since every taxpayer has n 
personal slake in any measure that 
increa.ses government expen.''e and 
adds to tho public payroll, especially 
at a lime when every dollar is need- 
ed for tho war efTort, then this que?, 
lion of contracts for equipment and 
supplies becomes vital to all. 
"RencRolIalion" 
In the early days of lend-lease 
nnd of the huge task of musteiing 
an armed force of millions of men, a 
fvw contractors receiving fat orders 
saw in those government contracts 
only n new gold mine. To meet the 
relatively small number of abuses 
which were brought to light, the last 
Congress passed a law requiring that 
all now and old Army. Navy nnd 
Maritime Commi.ssion contracts be 
written with a "renegotiation" 
clau.'^c, so that they could be rcfig- 
urcd in the search for cases where 
contraclors were making too large 
a profit. 

This law requires that tho Army, 
Navy and Maritime commi.'ision 
each employ a separate force of 
men to re-estimate all contracts for 
buildings, machinery, tank.«, air- 
planes, guns, clothing, nnd the thou- 
sand items industry must turn out 
for war use. 

The law seemed wise and harm- 
less at first, but evidently it was 
not realized how largo an "army" of 
employees would be needed lo en- 
force it. 

It is estimated that there are some 
three million such contracts, over 
20,000 ccntractors, and an unknown 
number of sub-cunlraciors. If the 
original law were carried out, it 
might easily require 200,000 new pub- 
lie payrcHers. and 300.000 new em- 
ployees hired by contraclors to 
prepare the data for the Icderal au- 
ihorities. and this at a time when 
manpower is scarce and every 
able-bodied person is needed for 
service in uniform or production 
work at home. The job would take 
years even after the war. 

Amendments Nut Suniclent 
Agriculture and industry are short 
of machinery and manpower, and 
these men are too badly needed in 
producing crops and equipment for 
ourselves- and our allies to be wasted 
in cnecking up on contracts, espe- 
cuilJy when there is already an efJi- 
cient means of doing that work 



True, thc original bill has been 
amended; but the nmendmcnts still 
authorize ench department con- 
cerned to refigurc contract prices. 
This means thc employment of n 
vast number of special auditors and 
accountants. 

Congressman Disney points out 
that there should be an autdmntic 
method of screening nut contractors 
from those whose profits arc not 
excessive, "so thai we will not have 
to use, in renegotiation, all of thc 
accountants in the country." 

A propo.':cd amendment whittles 
at the original law and limits rcno- 
goliatinn to conlrncls which shov/ 
mote than 2 per cent profit. But this 
is no time for half-way measure.*!. 
That sort of plan would still require 
a lot of unnecessary employees on 
both government and contractors' 
payrolls. 

Thc SolutluM 
The Internal Revenue department 
has a yearly cheek on all profits. It 
figures the taxes paid in all indus- 
tries, including those with Army^ 
Navy and Maritime commission cnn- 
Iracts. If the Internal Revenue au- 
thorities dhscover an abnormal profit 
from any war work in nnv business. 
after payment of taxes, it could So 
certify to the department concerned 
so that rcncgoliotion could bo start- 
ed. The ones that are within the 
fair and reasonable limit of 2 per 
cent profit after laxcs would require 
no attention, and in that way mil- 
lions of man-hours would be saved 
and duplication of effort, nnd delays 
caused by extra forces of employees 
refiguring couiracls, would be avoid- 
ed, j 

The Disney amendment, whlcfi 
seems simple and efreclivc. has not 
yet been adopted. Yet it amply 
guards against excess profits, witli 
a minimum of interference with war- 
time production and at the same 
time providing escape from thc new- 
load of non-essenlial payrollers 
which the original law threatened. | 

The ordinary man therefore con- 
cludes: Why not let thc Internal Rev- 
onue tax man do the whole job at 
one sitting? Why not save the lime 
of industrial management and em- 
ployees for vital work? Why not use 
the established check on costs, and 
at tho same time save the oxpenso 
of extra payrollers? 

Most of those payrollers could well 
be used in the armed service or 
on farms, or in factories, or in some 
other productive kind of work In- 
stead of occupying desks in Washing- 
ton, rhey would then bo doing some- 
tning lo help win ihe war

They knew trouble wai coming, but the 
events of December 7 were ai much of 
■• lurprlie.to them at to anyone, becnuie 
they thoUKht the Phlllpplnei would be at* 
tacked nrst. 

Lieut. Kelly, lecond-ln-command, lo 
whom Bulkeley dcleitated the task of 
iclllnR moil of the story, describes his 
rpreparatloni for war. Heorlnd about 
•ecret operations orders, he went lo the 
Omcers' Club In Manila on the eve of 
Tearl Harbor and had n thick steak with 
all the trimmings. After rccelvlnB his 
orders from Bulkcley the next nllcrnoon. 
he took three of the boats to Marlvclcs, 
■on Balaan, where they were lo report lo 
the submarine tender for provisions and 
fuel. When they uol there they found the 
tender had been ordered owny. So they 
tet up makeshift headquarters In native 
ihuts at Slilman Cove. 

CHAPTER II— Lieut. Kelly continues: 
Refuellnf; the boats from drums was a 
-dnnRerous Job.* They found water and 
Tust In the Ran. but didn't know then 
that (he cas had been sabotoRcd. Kelly 
had a badly gashed (Ingcr, but couldn't 
take time to Rd lo Ihe hospital. Lieut. 
Bulkcley describes the tlrst ble air raid 

CHAPTKR III— Ueut. Kelly tells how 
he was sent to a tunnel hospital on Tor* 
rcttldor. where he met PcKKy. o nurse.

Kelly tells how he spent New Year's Eve 
In the ho5plt.nl. while Lleul. Bulkcley dls* 
cussed with Ihe Admiral a plan of escape 
\o China. Bulkcley tolls how two of the 
boots. Ihe 31 and the 34. went out Inio 
EubIc Day on a nleht raid. 

CIIAI'TKH VI— Lieut. Dulketey contln* 
•ucs: When the 31 boat didn't show up, 
Bulkcley, In the 34 boat, sneaked up to 
torpedo a cruiser. Later they learned 
what happened lo Ihe 31 boat. When the 
■abolaRcd Ras cIoRRcd the cnRlncs they 
drifted and landed on a reef. All but 
two ol the men from the 31 crew finally 
returned. Lleul. Kelly persuaded the 
doctor to let him out of Ihe hospital and 
went out on patrol. They broke up a Jap 
landhiR party, then captured a landtnR 
*jarBc. 

CHAPTER VH— Lieut. Kelly continues: 
They captured a Jap captain and one ot 
his men. Meanwhile the Japs, tired ot 
bclnR heckled by PT boats, sacrificed 
another ship as bait. But two of Ihe 
orlRinal six torpedo boala had also been 
lost so far. 

CHAPTER VIII— The torpeao boats 
took their final crack at the Japs od 
Balaan by sinking a lO.OOO-ton ship. 
March first General MacArthur surprised 
' them by taking a ride In one of the 
f boats. Whtn he returned he presented 
Bulkcley with the order decoratlnR him 
with the D.S.C. But everyone knew 
something was up.

They were to carry 
General MacArthur. bis wife and son. 
and some additional (Ktsonnel la the 
southern Islands. Thsy left that night. 
Later Kelly's boat ran Into trouble and 
nearly missed the others. 

CHAPTER X— LleuL Kelly continues: 
The boats continued the trip to the south* 
em Islands where General MacArthur's 
party would be met by a ptiM. 

CHAPTER XI 



"Shortly thereafter we were sup- 
posed to moke a lafidfall— an Island 
about half a mile square, at which 
point we must turn in order to make 
the final landfall which would bring 
us into port. 

"With such a wind and sea, we 
were probably retarded, but by how 
much? I had to guess at it. Also 
the helmsman was having a wres- 
tling match with the wheel— it was 
all he could do to keep within ten 
degrees on cither side of the com- 
pass course— which meant a possi- 
ble error of twenty degrees. We 
missed the isltfnd entirely in the 
dark, and from then on until dawn 
I changed course as I thought nec- 
essary. Dawn came at six and we 
saw land ahead, a point which I 
thought was the peninsula Just west 
of Cagayan, our destination. I 
showed it lo the Admiral, and he 
■hook his head with satisfaction. 

" 'Good naviKation, Kelly,' he 
aaid. 'I wouldn't have bclievcd.it 
possible.* But it was beginning to 
calm down now— we could open up 
to thirty knots, and our passengers 
began to show a restored interest 
in life, getting up off the floor and 
.straightening -their rumpled uni- 
forms for entering port. The Ad- 
miral and I on the bridge were 
presently visited by an air-corps 
general, who looked around and told 
us he was sure we were lost. 
' '* 'Have you ever been lo Cagayan 
before, General?' asked the ,Ad- 
miral, 
: ** 'Flown over it twice, That point 



ahead there ts sixty miles to the 
west of Cagayan.' 

"I'd never been there before, but 
I was fairly sure of my naviga- 
tion. Also I'd spent the night peer- 
ing at what few landmarks there 
were— not lying on the floor. Any- 
way I wasn't going off on any tan- 
gents, investigating someone else's 
ideas, so I stuck to my story. 

"But now the Admiral was doubt- 
ful again. 'Kelly, I'm going to lake 
back what I snid. I'll say it's a 
nice landfall when we tie up— if we 
ex'or do.' 

"We were up to top speed now, 
carbon burned from the motors, and 
at 6:30 we sighted the light on the 
point at Cagayan's entrance. Wc 
slowed to let the 41 boat lead the 
way, as it had the channel charts. 

"General Sharp, commanding of- 
flccr of the island of Mindanao, was 
down lo meet us, and as soon as we 
could sec tltc pier wc woke up Gen- 
eral MacArtiiur,-" said Bulkcley. 
"He shook tlic salt water out of his 
gold general's cap, flipped it on his 
head— somcliow it always lands al 
a jaunty angle, seems to go with 
his cane— and looked around with 
his jaw set— a flnc figure of a sol- 
dier. 

"Then ho said to me, 'Buliteley, 
I'm giving every officer and man 
licre the Silver Stor for gallantry. 
You've token me out of the jaws of 
death, and I won't forget it!' 

"Still later that afternoon lie told 
mo: 'If the boats never accomplish 
anything more and were burned 
now, tlioy'd have earned tlioir keep 
a thousand times over. It possible, 
when I get to Melbourne I'll got you 
and your key men ouL* 

"We arrived on the thirlccnth. 
Four flying fortresses from Austra- 
lia were supposed lo have mot the 
General. One cracked up on the 
lakc-ofT, two .came down in the Au.S" 
tralian desert, and the one which 
finally arrived had supercharger 
trouble and had to turn around and 
go back without any passengers, so 
MacArthur didn't get away until the 
eighteenth. 

"Wo told the crows to keep quiet, 
not to let it get out whom we'd 
brought in, so llie Japs wouldn't 
find out and maybe attack while 
MacArthur was waiting," 

"Tile afternoon we arrived," said 
Kelly, "Bulkeley told us what Mac- 
Arthur had said about getting us 
out it ho could, it was good news, 
but we weren't exnctiy excited. For 
if the air force couldn't got even 
one serviceable plane up liero from 
Australia to take MacArthur out, 
what chonce had wc? 

"Our job, I knew, would be to 
fight out the war in the southern 
islands— will] torpedoes while we 
had tliem, and on land with rifles 
when tliey were expended. So bet- 
ter not get our hopes up. 

"The boats were lo be anchored 
off tile beach, and beforc>I left mine, 
I told my executive ofllcer to check 
on the anchor— we wore close to the 
beach and there was a lot of surf 
pounding the coral. Just to make 
doubly sure, I went on the forecastle 
for a last inspection myself. The 
line seemed taut. I tugged to make 
sure, and it came loose in my hand. 
" 'Start the engines immediately! 
They were started in thirty seconds, 
but five seconds later there was a 
grinding scrape— one propeller had 
hit twttom. The other engine conked 
out, and when wc did get it going it 
was loo late, the waves were slap- 
ping at us broadside, each breaker 
driving us farther on the beach. 

"I yelled over to the 41 boat to 
get under way ands give us a tow 
but by the time we'^ tifd her line 
onto ours, we were stuck— hard and 
fast. We worked furiously four hours 
until the tide had gone out, and by 
midnight wc were solid as concrete, 
in water so shallow that now there 
were only three feet of water oft 
and less than a fodt forward. Im- 
possible to get off that night. I 
went to bed disgusted. 

"Next morning I was up at five 
and there she was high and dry ex- 
cept for six inches of water at her 
stern, and a crow:i of natives gawk- 
ing. It ail happened because the 
anchor siiackle had parted— the 
threads stripped. It was the old 
story— contiiuiuus iisageeond no re- 
'placenicnt of parts.

" 'You're damn right we're going 
to get her ofTI' they said, and some- 
one suggested maybe we could hire 
work gangs ot natives to help us, 
whereupon the whole crowd started 
pulling money out of their pockets 
and piling It on the table.

It was one o'clock when we 
entered Dumaguete— it was pitch- 
dark; both the town and the harbor 
were blacked out. Wc had no chart 
—I'd never been there before— and 
when wc pulled up to the pier— no

jor Soriano, was there to meet us. 
He said three hours ago, after we 
had already left Mindanao, Quezon 
had got a telegram from General 
Wainwrlght ordering him to cancel 
the trip— there were so many Jap 
craft in the neighborhood It was 
too risky. But Soriano said as long 
as I was here, maybe we could go 
over to the President's home— it was 
about forty-five kilometers away— 
and ho might change his mind.

"The water kept gaining on us, 
but we thought we could hold it 
until Bulkeley got bock with Que- 
zon to the pier, although I knew we 
could never get her back lo Minda- 
nao in that condition. When I saw 
the lights of the car I figured it 
was safe to come into the harbor* 
She was sinking fast then, so we 
left her in a place where she would 
drift on the sand and In the morn- 
ing the army could salvage her ma- 
chine guns. Then we all climbed 
aboard the 41 boat with Bulkeley 
and the Quezon party. You might 
say that was the end of the 35 boat, 
and yet it wasn't quite, although 
she fought her last fight. Bulkeley 
was working franticolly to keep the 
squadron together. A few days lat- 
er he came over, plugged the hole 
lemporarily, and lowed her back to 
Cebu, where we hoisted her on the 
marine railway for repairs. We 
burned her just_ before the Japs 
came into the town." 

"The trip back with Quezon was 
as rough as I'll ever see," said 
Bulkeley. "We left at three o'clock 
with one hundred Uvonly miles to 
go before dawn. At four o'clock a 
big sea landed us a punch in the 
jaw which knocked two torpedoes
